Army officers now in progress has 
disclosed “the most clear-cut evi-

dum in the hands of War Depart- 
ment officials. It is based on in- 
formal reports from examining of- 
ficers covering the post-war years. 

An outstanding feature noted by 
attending surgeons in making the 
annual physical examination of 
all officers, including general of- 
\ficers now required, was “the per- 
large percentage of of- 
ficers showing either excessively 
ihigh or abnormally low blood 
pressure,” according to Surg.-Gen. 
Ireland's report to Maj.-Gen. Har- 
bord, deputy chief of staff. 

The results of examinations, 
'made shortly after the war, gave 
ithe first indication of the effects of 
nerve strain and responsibility up- 
on officers. Of the examinations 
made during last January, Gen. 
Ireland said: “The earlier exami- 
nations have been tly con- 
firmed.” 


SEEK EXPLANATION. 
It is regarded by Army medical 
| Officers as highly ble that full 
investigation of is subject may 
, bring to light a positive scientific 
explanation of some part of the 
restlessness that has been evident 
among the former soldiers since 
the war. It may well be, it is 
said, that the struggle left a last- 
ing mark upon thousands of men 
who underwent severe nerve strain.

A rehearing was granted, 
jhowever, but the Supreme Court 
failed to modify its original de- 
cision. 

Approximately 300,000 acres on 
‘the Upper Sacramento are affected 
by the decision, eight irrigation 
'districts, three private water cor- 
| horations, thirteen farm corpora- 
tions and two individual farmers 
‘being concerned. 

The Supreme Court stated again 
its findings that the fact that @- 
versions which caused the salt wa- 
ter of Suisun Bay to back up in 
the Sacramento, San Joaquin delta 
was not an actionable wrong, be- 
cause the up-river interests were 
permitted by the laws of the State 
to make their diversions. 

The decision does not affect the 
land owners in the delta, who ap- 
peared in behalf of Antioch as in- 
tervenors in the case. These ati!

More new ijesues te the crying 
need among iocal bond dealers. 
The portfolios of most of the invest- 
ment houses have been pretty well 
cleared of the slow-moving rem- 
nants of iasues that tended to clog 
up the machinery of distribution 
ind the bond men are generally 
hungry for new offerings.

-Mr. Hill, who conferred with 
Public Works Commissioner Mc- 
Guire, said: 

“I am working every man that 
I can find room for in the tunnel. 
Tn the last sixty-seven days, in 
spite of rain, my men have dug 
324 feet of tunnel, poured the 
concrete and made the tunnel 
ready for the arch and the brick- 
work. Of this, 170 feet was dug 
from the east side and 164 feet on 
the west side. I now have 105 
men at work in the tunnel, work- 
ing on three shifts. Since last 
February 2 we have poured 56000 
yards of concrete and have spent 
$40,000 for labor in the last sixty 
days. I have ample funds with 
which to complete the tunnel. My 
financial associate is C. L. Powell. 

“The contract specified that the 
tunnel must be completed in fif- 
teen months. We started work on 
March 11, 1921. We knew when 
we started that we could not com- 
plete the tunnel ip fifteen months, 
and we knew that, even under 
ordinary conditions, we would be 
compelled to ask for additional 
time. But I did not foresee the 
handicaps which have delayed the 
work from the start.
